SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE, 


Tae following Report of the condition of the Common 
Schools of Swanzey, for the year ending March 12, 1872, 
is resnectfully submitted. 

The amount of money raised by taxation for the sup- 
port of schools, as voted at the last annual town meeting, 
was $1,500.00. A literary fund of $133.11 in addition 
to this, gives $1,633.11, the full amount expended in the 
past year for schuols. 

This is divided by giving each district $ 15.00, and the 7 
remainder according to the valuation. With this amount 
of school money there has teen in the aggregate two 
hundred and twenty-four weeks of schooling with an 
average of about seventeen weeks to each district, and an 
average expense of $384 to each scholar. ‘The amount 
this town exnends per scholar is considerably below the 
average of the towns of this County, or those of the State ; 
the State average being $5.10 according to the last report. 


SPECIAL REPORTS. 





District No. |. Miss Martie A. F. Starkey was em- 
ployed to teach the Summer term. ‘The same teacher 
taught in this district the year before with good accept- 
-ance; and this year her school was equally successful. 
The pupils appeared well, and were orderly. With .a 
teacher as earnest and faithful as Miss Starkey, we have 
reason to expect improvement in a school. 

While visiting this school, and observing the manners 
of the teacher, the appropriateness of these old rules 
which we have somewhere seen, were enforced upon the 
mind of the Committee: 


‘¢ When you consent, consent cordially. 
When you refuse, refuse finally. | 
When you punish, punish good naturedly. 
Commend often. Never scold!” 


The Winter term was taught by Miss Nettie L. Mar- 
SHALL, a teacher of some experience, and we believe of 
good success heretofore. The teacher was competent, and 
appeared to understand her duties rightly, and was willing 
to aid her pupils in everything that could be reasonably 
expected. But there wasan unwillingness on the part of a 
few members to submit to proper school regulations. The 
teacher was declared to be unjust in her management, and 
her authority in school was questioned and-disputed. A 
rebellion arose, which called in some official interference. 
It is sufficient to say that the teacher was sustained in her 
rights, and that those in opposition were properly informed 
of the alternative which would follow further disobe- 
dience, or gross misconduct. 

‘This school closed very pleasantiy, and the finai exami- 
nation was very satisfactory.

Miss Mira B. Paice also taught a Fall term of Select 
School in this district, which proved very successful. 


No. 2. Miss Mary A. Garrigtp took charge of this 
school in the Summer. Forty-five different scholars were 
in attendance, comprising some very interesting and 
promising classes. ‘lhe duties and labors of a teaclhier in 
this school are many. Order and good regulations must 
be maintained; a good deal of instruction is to be given, 
and no scholar neglected. 


Miss Garfield performed her part to the general satis.ac- 
tion of the district, and at the closing examination the 
classes showed that they had been under good instruction. 


The Winter term was taught by Miss Catoe P. Hot- 
BROOK, a teacher of excellent attainments, whose services 
in this school were well appreciated. ‘The examination at 
the close of the term was satisfactory and interesting, not 
only to the Committee, but, as we believe, to the many 
visitors present, some of whom expressed themselves ac- 
cordingly on that occasion. ‘There was evidence of faith- 
ful training on part of teacher, which resuited in the 
improvement of the scholars. 


A successful Fall term of Select Schoo! was taught in 
this district by Miss Emma E. Brown. ‘This school some- 
what affected the attendance of the Winter schooi, as 
some of tne district scholars did not choose to attend both 
schools. 

No. 3. Miss Lucy A. T'aytor taught the Summer term. 
The school appeared very well. ‘The improvement of the 
scholars showed all we could expect, considering the mul- 
tiplicity of text-books which the teacher allowed according 
to the various minds and caprices of the twenty-five dif- 
ferent_scholars. The teacher would have accomplished 
more good, had she properly classified her school in the 
beginning. 
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‘The second term commenced Sept. 18, andwas taught. 
by Miss Mary L. J. Brown. ‘The number of scholars 
this term was somewhat less than in the preceding, on 
account of some of them attending school out of town. 
‘This circumstance rendered the school less interesting to 
the teacher, whose services, perhaps, would have been 
better appreciated in a larger school. 

‘No 4. Both Summer and Winter terms were taught by 
Miss Mira B. Paice. ‘lhe first term was satisfactory to 
the district so far as has been ascertained. A little un- 
pleasantness occurred during the Winter term. Your 
Committee was petitioned to visit the school and investi- 
gate the difficulty, and, on due examination, discovered 
but very little cause for complaint. The school closed, 
however, very pleasantly. 

No. 5. Miss Anna M. Exuis taught the Summer term. 
‘The school was marked for its good order, pleasant ap- 
pearance and systematic management, which are charac- 
teristic of the teacher. One can enjoy a long visit in such 
a school without tiring. Miss Ellis isan ambitious teacher, 
and labors to improve her school in all its departments, 
and to be practical and thorough in her teaching. There 
was good improvement as we had reason to expect. No 
tardy mark defaced the Summer Register, and the aver- 
age attendance was above the usual standard for this 
district. 

Miss Sasrina W. Perry took charge of the Winter 
term. She labored faithfully for the benefit of those com- 
mitted to her care. A good degree of interest was main- 
tained in school durnig the eleven weeks of this term, as 
shown by the punctuality of the scholars in their attend- 
ance, and their good appearance at the examination. 

No. 6. The Summer term was taught by Miss Muinnte 
C. Goutp who here made her beginning in the art of 
teaching, and succeeded to the full satisfaction of all con- 
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nected. with the interests of the school. No duty was 
neglected, and no pains spared by the teacher to render 
every aid and encouragement toward the improvement of 
her pupils. We saw nothing in the school at the exami- 
nation, which it would be just to criticise, but much to 
commend. | 

Miss Ciara A. Oaxman, who was teacher in this district 
last year, had charge of the Winter term. The appear- 
ance of the school was highly satisfactory. ‘The exercises 
and recitations, on examinations, were very creditable to 
both teacher and pupils, showing that considerable work 
and study liad been accomplished during this term. 

No. 7. A good school house and a pleasant school 
room contribute very much toward the happiness, comfort 
and good appearance of any school. Since the old school 
house in this district underwent its transformation, there 
has been a corresponding improvement in the schools also. 
But the teachers have their share of credit for this favor- 
able change. | 

The Summer and Winter terms, comprising eighteen and 
one-half weeks, were taught by Miss Asma A. Bottes. 
Here was as large a proportion of promising and interest- 
ing scholars as could be found in any of our schools. 
With such good material as this for a school we expect to 
find a good one, and we were not disappointed when we 
visited it on examination day. We listened to some good 
reading. ‘lhe classes generally appeared well, especially 
those in Arithmetic and Grammar. 

No. 8. Miss Crara A. Oakman was teacher of the 
Summer term. Owing to a misunderstanding in regard to 
the time this term closed, your Committee was not then 
present. When visited, the school appeared orderly, and 
was making an excellent heginning, which we have no 
doubt was a good ending. ‘There were but three tardy 
marks upon the Register, 
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The Winter term was in charge of Miss Laura A. Hint 
who kept a very good school. ‘The teacher labored faith- 
fully, and made considerable improvement in her classes 
during the term. : 

No. 9. This district was fortunate in securing the ser- 
vices of Miss Emity R. Battey, whose excellent qualities 
as a teacher are acknowledged and well appreciated. 
The term was only seven weeks in length, but all the 
improvement was made in the school that was possible in 
so short a time. 

Miss Heren F'reNcH commenced the Winter term, and 
kept only one week when she was persnaded by the 
Prudential Committee to give up the school on account of 
the prejudice and dissatisfaction found against her in the 
district. Under these circumstances, had she remained, 
her services would have been of but very little benefit to 
the school. 

Mr. E. G. Bemis afterward took the charge. Thirty 
different scholars were in attendance during the term, but 
only twenty-six attended long enough to be reckoned as 
members of the school. The examination showed that 
the classes had been well instructed in reading, spelling 
and mental arithmetic, which are too often neglected in 
such schools. Arithmetic was well studied, and one class 
in Grammar appeared finely. 

No. 10. The Summer term was in charge of Miss Etta 
A. Kinessury who had had very little or no experience as a 
teacher. Although she had a passable knowledge of the 
elements of the Common English Branches, she failed to 
make a proper application of that knowledge, or to exer- 
cise suitable judgment or discretion in the management of 
her school. ‘The regular school hovrs, during which a 
teacher is expected to labor in the school room, should be 
better improved than some of the time whiled away by this 
teacher. In a school of only twenty sholars there is no 
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good excuse for so much neglect. Vhe improvement was 
not what it would have been under a more efficient 
administration. 

Miss Emiry R. Barry taught the second term of fifteen 
and ahalf weeks. ‘This school closed sooner than expected 
on account of the teacher’s illness. For this reason the 
Committee was not present at the close, as was intended. 
But there is no doubt about Miss Bailey’s success, whose 
schools are always of the highest standard possible. 

During this term several scholars attended from out of 
the district, who were glad to avail themselves of the 
advantages of a good teacher. 

No. 1l. There were twenty-four weeks of schooling in 
this district, which were divided into three terms, each 
term taught by a different teacher. ) 

Miss Atice M. Rosgsins was employed in the Summer, 
and gave good satisfaction. ‘Within these short seven 
weeks all the improvement was made that could be ex- 
pected. ‘The recitations and exercises, at the close of the 
term, were highly creditable to the teacher and many of 
the pupils. There was a good attendance, and only five 
tardy marks. , 

Mrs. A. L. Stearns successfully taught the Fall term, 
and merits much credit for her efficient and faithful ser- 
vices. Her school at the examination appeared well. 

The Winter term was in charge of Miss Jennie A. 
F"auLKNER who is an energetic and well-qualified teacher. 
The order and regularity in the appearance of this school, 
and the thoroughness with which classes were conducted, 
deserve especial mention. Miss Faulkner is evidently at 
home in the school room, and is one of our few who can 
teach ideas and question’ classes without text-books, to 
which so many of our teachers are absolutely confined. 
This was a profitable school, and a credit to the district. 

No. 12. This district had only one term of eight weeks, 
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which commenced August 7, and taught by Miss Iva G, 
Corttss. ‘There were but six different scholars, and a 
portion of them belonged out of the district. The teacher 
was faithful and employed her time in the school to the 
best advantage, and all the improvement was made that 
we could reasonably expect. 


No. 13. This district was successful in engaging Miss 
Martua Jewett to teach the Summer term. Here in a 
crowded school room were fifty-six scholars, with all the 
various grades and classes that are usually found in a 
village school. ‘There are no good advantages in such a 
school, for they are crowded out; and there is no time for 
teaching as things shonld be taught. A teacher must 
hurry from one thing to another, with lessons half recited, 
and with the dissatisfaction that the work to be performed 
is never done. Miss Jewell is a superior teacher. She. 
had taught in the same district before, and now understood 
how to manage the school to the best advantage. The 
examination showed that a good work had been accom- 
plished during the eight weeks. 


The Winter term was under the care of Miss Emma FE. 
Brown, an experienced teacher, with qualifications that 
merit success. This teacher labored to perform her work 
faithfully and impartially; and dealt out equal justice to 
all. For this reason there was complaint on part of a few 
who were not allowed sufficient amount of free-will in the 
school. Miss Brown is a very good teacher, besides being 
a good disciplinarian. If she did not win the affections 
of everyone, she may enjoy the consciousness of having 
done her duty, and kept as good a school as the surround- 
ing circumstances would admit. 

The one hundred and twenty-one tardy marks upon the 
register are chargeable to the careless and indifferent 
habits of some pupils, whose parents at home fail to 
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exercise proper control or influence over them while at 
school. | 
Here were some fine scholars and good classes that 


made commendable improvement. Much credit to such 
and their teacher. 


GENERAL REMARKS. 


Tue foregoing Special Reports contain only a_ brief 
account of our Schools during the past year. In such a 
Report we can speak only of their most prominent char- 
acteristics, with a few such suggestions and criticisms as 
may be deemed practical and necessary. 

It cannot be expected, among the twenty-two different’ 
teachers employed in town to teach our schools, that all of 
them should have the same degree of success. 

With but few exceptions our Prudential Committees 
made good selections, and procured teachers well adapted 
for the schools they taught. 

It is true we must occasionally employ beginners as 
teachers, aud they sometimes prove very successful; but, 
in our large or more difficult schools, those only of expe- 
rience and success should be employed. 

Teachers differ very much in their manners in the 
school room, and in their methods of managing and teach- 
ing; but there is one very common and dangerous tendency 
among them of so arranging lessons and conducting reci- 
tations as to stimulate only the memory. ‘Their purpose 
seems to be to cram the mind with rules and language of 
the text-books, rather than to enlarge and build it,up with 
principles.

We have heard teachers at their examinations say, with 
manifest pride, that a class in Geography had learned to 
repeat (verbatim) a certain number of pages during that 
term, while outside of this they could not answer the 
most common-place questions in that branch. 


We find classes that can recite fluently all the rules 
and much of the minutie of English Grammar, without 
having any foundation knowledge of the construction of 
sentences, or the power one word has over another. 


In Arithmetic, a branch which is studied in our schools 
more than anything else, the teaching is not altogether 
practical. Some pupils are allowed to accomplish a great 
deal of ciphering, perhaps through the book in one term ; 
and they may be able to perform examples and problems 
readily from the book by aid of formula and rule; but let 
some parallel example be given them outside of the text- 
book, and they are as a ship at sca without rudder or 
compass. ; 

This is sufficient to illustrate how we may find classes 
able to recite promptly all the cumbrous rules and language 
of the text-books without their having but very little 
knowledge of what they learn in this manner. 

‘Teaching implies something more than simply hearing 
recitations. It is to give instruction; and that instruction 
should serve to fit our youths for all the ordinary duties 
of life, and make them intelligent and cultivated men and 
women. 

Experieuce, with some teachers, isa great Educator; 
but, with others, it is not always sufficient. 

‘Those who propose to engage in the work of instructing 
and training the young, cannot prepare themselves too 
well for this responsibility; for they cannot properly teach 
what they do not understand, nor manage a school without 
judgment, or when they are constitutionally incompetent: 
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We may here observe that some of our teachers who 
offer their services as such from year to year, do not con- 
sider the importance of a more thorough qualification. 
We fear they labor under the erroneous conviction that 
teaching is an art so simple that everyone has the natural 
ability to practice it with skill. 

We are living in an age of Educational improvement, 
when teachers themselves must be studious, and diligent 
in their labors, to keep pace with the progress of the times. 

We have a State Normal School in successful operation, 
which is designed for the especial training of teachers. 
These schools, now springing up in nearly all our States, 
and throughout the European Continent, have been won- 
derful in their growth and success. 

In nearly all our of higher schools instruction is given 
in the science and art of teaching, the practice of which 
will inevitably become the most learned and honored of 
professions. | 

The public, now in view of these advancements, show 
more dissatisfaction with a poor teacher than ever before. 
This is a fact which teachers should consider, and which 
should induce them to qualify more thorougly for the 
business.
